For this purpoſe, no Au- 
thor could be ſo properly choſen as 
XxENOPHON, becauſe he of all others is 
the moſt chaſte, pure, ſimple, and 
elegant in his ſtyle and Diction. From 
the neceſſary attention which muſt be 
85 paid i in going through this work, ſome 
portion of his admirable Manner may 


qr be caught. 
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The next point intended was to ex- 


hibit a ſhort Specimen of SocraTICc 
Mons. It muſt be confeſſed indeed, 
that i in their preſent form theſe Morals 


will loſe much of that eaſy, natural, 


inſinuating mode in which they are 


taught chiefly by Dialogue in the 


beautiful Original ; but even as they 
now appear, they ſtill retain enough 
of their intrinſic excellence, to be uſe- 
ful towards cheriſhing an ingenuous : 


love of true glory, that nobleſt incen- 


tive to all things laudable; towards 
encouraging habits of induſtry and at- 


tention, habits indiſpenſibly requiſite 
to the generality of Mankind, for the

Of this third kind of noun there are ſome ſpecies which 
deſerve particular notice. And firſt, there is one of them 
made by joining the article to the infinitive of a verb; for 
the nature of this mood being to denote the action of the verb 


_ ſimply, with the addition only of time, but without any ex- 


preſſion, either of perſon, or of the affection of the mind of 
the ſpeaker, by the article being prefixed it becomes a noun, 
having all the variety of caſes which nouns have, and being

and Pl Aro, that the former delivers the ſentiments of So- 
CRATES in a more genuine and unmixt manner, than the lat-

14 What, ſays his, my ſon, do you re- 


member thoſe things, which were once agreed 


upon by us? namely, that whatever (arts) the 


ods have given us, thoſe men who have learnt 


them will ſucceed better in them, than thoſe 


who are ignorant of them ; and that thoſe 
who take pains execute them better than the 
indolent ; and that the careful live more ſe- 


curely, than thoſe who are negligent in theſe 


things. It was agreed upon by us, that having 
rendered ourſelves ſuch as it behoves us, it 
would be then alſo fit for us to alk good gifts 


from the gods.” 


15. B from theſe our friends, I

16. Whomſoever men ſhall think to be 
more wiſe than themſelves in that, which 
is uſeful to them, him they obey with pleaſure. 
You may know that it is ſo, as in many other 
caſes, fo in particular among thoſe that are 
fick, how readily they call in thoſe that will 
order what it is fit to do: and at ſea likewiſe, 


how readily the perſons, who ſail with them, | 


| obey the pilots: and thoſe whom any ſhall 
think to know the ways better than them- 


ſelves, how earneſtly they with not to be left 


behind by them: but when men think they 
| ſhall receive any detriment by obeying, they 
are not very willing either to yield through 
puniſhments, or to be excited to it by rewards, 
For no one, willingly receives rewards to bis 
own detriment.” “ You ſay then O father, 
replied he, that nothing is more effectual to- 
wards having men obedient, than the being 
thought wiſer than thoſe, who are governed.” 


17. © But how can any one become really 
wiſe in that which is about to be ſerviceable.” 
« Plainly ſo, ſaid he, O my ſon, by learning 
whatſoever things it is poflible to know by 
learning: and by taking care of that thing, 
that it be done, Og you may know belt to 
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be done. For it is more the part of a wiſe 
man to be careful of that which 1s fit to be 
done, than to be negligent about it.” 


18, « 3 of me alſo, ſaid he, my ſon, : 


_ theſe the moſt important things: never ſhould 
you run into danger either in your own perſon 


or with your army, contrary to the ſacrifices 


and auguries: conſidering how men chooſe 


(to undertake) actions, conjecturing (only), 
but knowing nothing from what (fide of their 


choice) that which is good will happen to them. 


You may know this from the things themſelves. 
that happen. For many, and they too ſuch as 
were thought to be very wiſe men, have be- 


fore now perſuaded cities to undertake war 


_ againſt thoſe, by whom they that were per- 
ſuaded to make the attack have been deſtroy- 


ed. Many too have before now advanced ma- 
ny both private men and cities, by which 
when advanced they. have ſuffered the greateſt 
evils. Many alſo, having choſen rather to uſe 
thoſe as ſlaves than as friends, whom it was 
in their power to uſe as friends, and mutually 
to do and receive good, have been puniſhed by 
them. To many alſo, it has not been ſuffici- 
ent for them to live pleaſantly poſſeſſing a part, 

but deſiring to be lords of all, by theſe means 
they have loſt even the things which they had: 


and many having obtained the much wiſhed 


for gold, have periſhed through it. Thus hu- 
man wiſdom knows no more how to chooſe 
what is beſt, than if any one caſting lots ſhould 


do whatever may chance to fall to him. But 
the gods, O my fon, who always exiſt, know

For it is the duty of a commander, 


not only to be brave himſelf, but alſo to take 


care of thoſe who are commanded by him, 


; that they ſhall, be as brave as poſſible. 


20.1 know that the words of thoſe: who 


are moſt able to do both ſervice and diſſervice, 
ſink deepeſt into the minds of the hearers : 
and if ſuch men give gifts, even though they 


ſhould happen to be leſs than thoſe (given) by 
their equals, yet they who receive them, va- 


lue them at a . price. 


21. Having moreover conſidered, that in 
whatſoever things there are emulations amongſt, 


wo thoſe things they are much more willin 
o practice, he propoſed alſo to them conteſts 


in all things, which he thought it might be ſer- 
viceable for them to be os by the ſoldiers; 


emphaſis and i: to it, which it would not ctherwith 
have. Of this kind are qu and ye, of which laſt it is very dif- 


ficult to aſcertain the preciſe meaning; but it certainly has a 
meaning; and a man much converſant in _ Attic writers 
will deſiderate it, if it be any where wanting.”

23. They fed to We” alſo from being 


fed together to derive great advantage towards 


being leſs willing to deſert each other: for he 
| ſaw that even beaſts, which are fed together, 
have a longing delire (for each other,) if any 


: one ſhould ſeparate them from each other. 


24. Cyrus es careful of this ello, that (his 
men) ſhould never go to dinner and to ſupper 
not having been ſweated. For he either gave 


them a ſweat by leading them out to hunting, 


or he invented ſuch ſports, which would give 
them a ſweat: or if he chanced to want to do 
any thing, he took the lead in the bufineſs in 
ſuch a manner, as that they might not return 
without ſweat. For he thought that this was 
ſerviceable both towards their eating with plea- 

ſure, and towards being healthy, and towards 
their being able to labour any thing. He 
thought too, that labours were a good thing 
towards their being more gentle to each other, 


ſince even horſes that labour with each other, 


ſtand more gentle together. 


2 5. « I am conſidering that there are come 
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out with us, ſome who are to be valued at a 


greater, and others at a leſs rate: but if any 
thing ſucceſsful ſhould happen to us, all theſe 
will think themſelves entitled to claim an equal 
ſhare. But I think that no one of the things 
amongſt men is more unfair, than that both 


the coward and the brave man ſhould be 


deemed worthy of equal ſhares.” 


26. What do you think then, ſaid Caury- 
SANTAS, that the multitude being aſſembled 


will decree, ſo as that each man ſhould not 


obtain equal ſhares, but that the moſt excel- 
lent men ſhould have the advantage both in 


honours and rewards ?” I do think ſo, ſaid 
CyRus, partly indeed becauſe you aſſiſt me, 
and partly becauſe it is baſe to ſay otherwiſe, 


that he who labours moſt and benefits the pub- 
lic, that ſuch a one ſhould not be deemed wor- 
thy of the greateſt things. Beſides, ſaid he, I 
think it will appear advantageous even to the 


moſt cowardly, that the brave ſhould be in a 


better condition than themſelves.” And CyRus 
wiſhed this decree to be made for the fake of 
the nobles themſelves; for he thought that they 
alſo would be more brave, if they ſhould know, 


that even themſelves being judged of from their 


actions, would obtain only their due rewards. 


27. « There is in truth a man, my comrade, 
who in every thing deſires to have more (than 
others.“) Another then aſked him,“ What 


(more) of labours too?“ „No truly, ſaid he, 
not ſo indeed: and in this I am found falſify- 
ing: for very contentedly does he 3 per- 
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27. Aer] It is obſervable, that the Greeks uſe the word 
Agern to denote both what we call VaLour and VIR Tus. 
Nor without reaſon : for where ſome degree of the former is 
not found, no portion of the latter will exiſt. The practice | 
of Virtue demands continnal exertions of magnanimity. For 
the mind has to combat conflicting paſſions, the ſeductions of 
vice, the prevalence of bad example; to overcome all which, 
requires more fortitude, than to face a hoſt of enemies. 
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mit any one that will, to have more of labours 
and other ſuch things.” * But, ſaid Cyrus, 
I am of opinion, my friends, that ſuch men. 
as he now ſpeaks of, mult be taken out from 
our body, if it be neceſſary to have our army 
active and obedient. For a great part of the 
ſoldiers ſeems to me to be (ſuch) as to follow, 
wherever any one will lead them : and I think, 
the good and virtuous endeavour to lead to 
things good and virtuous, but the vicious to 
things vicious. And therefore the wicked have 
oftentimes more abetters than the good. For 
vice, as it goes on through preſent pleaſures, 
has theſe (pleaſures) to perſuade many to fa- 
vour her: but virtue, as it leads to an arduous 
way, is not very powerful in drawing men 
along with her for the preſent, without great 
reaſon : eſpecially too if there ſhould be others, 
| who on the contrary fide invite them to what 
is eaſy and ſoft. If therefore ſome ſhould be 
only baſe on account of their indolence and 
their ſhunning all labour, I think that theſe, 
as drones, only injure their aſſociates by the 
expence of keeping them: but thoſe who 
may be indolent ſharers of labours, yet eager 
and preſumptuous in taking all advantages, 


| theſe are the men that lead to vicious practices; 


becauſe they can- oftentimes ſhew vice to be 
| ſucceſsful in gaining advantage. So that by 
all means ſuch men are to be removed by us.” 


27. Buck men, &Cc, | 
Ignavum fucos pecus e præſepibus arcent. 


Vince... 
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28. Be aſſured of this, ſaid he, O my 
friends, that when the bad are removed, they 
will not only confer this advantage, that the 
bad will be away; but moreover, ſuch of the 


remaining as were filled with their wicked- 
neſs will again purge themſelves of it: for 


the good having ſeen the bad diſgraced, will 
adhere to virtue with more alacrity.? 


1 A for the rewards of victory, if we 
conquer, it is manifeſt that both the enemy 
will be ours, and all the valuable poſſeſſions 
of the enemy: but on the other hand if we 


are conquered, (for it is proper to mention and 


| ſuppoſe this always) in the ſame manner all 
the poſſeſſions of the conquered are always pro- 
poſed as rewards to the conquerors. Thus then, 
ſaid he, ought you to be perſuaded: that, when 
men who are become ſharers of a war, are of 
opinion each in themſelves, that une every 
individual ſhall himſelf be alert, no one thing 
of thoſe which ought, will happen, then many 
and noble actions are ſoon accompliſhed, be- 
cauſe none of the things, which ought to be 


done, is neglected by them: but when each 


one ſhall have thought, that there will be ano- 
ther to act and to fight for him, though he 
| himſelf ſhould be indolent, to ſuch ſaid he, 
be aſſured, that all things will come adverſe, 
attacking all together. And God hath in ſome 
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meaſure appointed it ſo: for to hot that are 


not willing to enjoin ĩt upon themſelves to la- 
bour in procuring good things, to theſe he 
—_ others to be talk-maſters.” 


: 30. « But in a partie manner, my 
friends, this encourages me to (undertake) the 


conteſt with theſe (nobles) moſt readily, that 


Cyrus will be the judge; who judges not 
with envy : but I aſſert it with an oath (in the 
name) of the gods, in truth Cyrus ſeems to 
me to love not leſs than himſelf whatſoever 
men he can ſee to be good; and truly I ſee him 
giving to theſe, whatever he may chance to 


have, with more pleaſure than if he kept it 


himſelf. we 


31. Cv Rus ſaid to theſe 1 « And by 


which of the two ways, O CYaxaREs, ſhould 
I have been an ornament to you moſt ? whe- 


ther, if I had leiſurely obeyed you when you 


commanded me, after J had put on a purple 


robe, and had taken bracelets, and had thrown 
round me a chain? or now, when I obey you 

with ſo great and ſuch a force, ſo expeditious- 
ly, in order to honour you, being both adorn- 
ed myſelf with ſweat and diligence, and adorn- 
ing you likewiſe, and exhibiting theſe others 


ſo obedient to you?” 
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| « For it ſeems to me, ſaid he, more 
e to excite all men, indeed, whom one 
would wiſh to make good fellow-labourers of 
any action whatever, by ſpeaking kindly and 
doing good, and rather than by vexing and 
compelling them : but thoſe whom one would 
wiſh to make active fellow-labourers of affairs 


in war, theſe I think by all means we muſt 


court both by good words and actions.” 


33. O ARMEN TAN, a J firſt of all 


adviſe you, to ſpeak the things that are true 
in this your trial, that at leaſt one thing moſt 
deteſtable might be wanting to you; for as to 


being found a liar, be aſſured that it is in a 


particular manner an obſtacle to men againſt 
their obtaining pardon.” 


34. Now then why haſt thou neither paid 
tribute, nor ſent an army, but didſt fortify 


thy garriſons?” And he anſwered, I was de- 


firous of liberty : for it ſeems to me to be a 


noble thing, both to be free myſelt, and to 


have left freedom to my children.” Indeed it 


is noble, ſaid CyRvus, to fight, that one mig 


never become a ſlave.“ 


| Theſe words from Ac#1LLEs are highly in character; as 


are thoſe of NROFTOLEMus in the PH1LOCTETES of Sornho- 
' CLEs, that moſt Homs rica of the Greek Tragedians. 
NE. Ovx &r pov 1yn Onr 76 IN ro Asyey; PHIL. 109. 
Who will fay that the poets are not fine MoxALIsrs ? 
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35. Eafpooury fignifies ſometimes Diſcretion, ſometimes 
Prudence, ſometimes Temperance, ſometimes Modeſty ; vir- 
tues which all ariſe from ſanity and NY of mind, 

38. Kæxeg & og. 5 | 

Theſe words, which are put into the mouth of Tictanrs - 


in commendation of a fictitious character, are in reality ſpo- 
ken in praiſe of SocxArES. And indeed it is not without 
reaſon that XE NO RHON calls his maſter Kane x Ke, for he

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5. It ſeems to me, O Cyrvs, to be 


thus; that without diſcretion the advantage of 
any other virtue is none. For in what, ſaid 
he, can one uſe a ſtrong man, or a brave man, 


or one ſkilled in horſemanſhip, if not diſcreet? 


in what (can one uſe) a rich man? in what a 


man of power in his city? But with diſcreti- 


on, both every friend 1s uſeful, and every! ſer- 
vant good. E 


36. « It Gems to me to be the part of the 
ſame man, both to be inſolent when ſucceſs- 
ful, and to be ſuddenly disheartened when un- 
fortunate : and when reſtored (to his former 
good condition) to be again inſolent, and again 
to create diſturbances.” 


37. © But in truth, faid _ I think I 
ſhould uſe with very little pleaſure thoſe ſer- 


vants, whom I ſhould know to ſerve me thro' 


neceſſity: but of whomſoever I may ſeem to 


think, that they aſſiſt me in what is requiſite, 


through good-will and friendſhip to me, with 
theſe I fancy I can bear more eaſily, even tho 
they do wrong, than with thoſe who hate me 
indeed, but yet labour at all things more 
abundantly through IO. 


38. He was ſo virtuous and — chat even 


certainly was the chief and beſt of the philoſophers, as he de- 


livered precepts of wiſdom ſuited to human nature, more than 


any of them. The doctrines of Ericurus lead to voluptu- 
ouſneſs: tots of une to moroſity, ſelf- conceit, and ſelf- 
love: 
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tub +: kr thoſe of SocRaTEs have in them a key of man- 


ners, accommodation to the frailties of mankind, generoſity 
of ſentiment, real and not oftentatious virtue, and reſigned 
ſubmiſſion to all the ways of Providence. 


38. Xanionmy; — : | 
The laſt words of Procrox to his fo are memorable.: 
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when he was juſt going to die, having called 


me to him he ſaid, O TIGRANEs, be not you 
at all angry with your Father, becauſe he 
will kill me; for he does not this from any 
mae, but from ignorance : but what- 
ever things men do wrong through i ignorance, 
all theſe I deem involuntary.” 


39. Nothing can be ſo great a hls to 


human alacrity towards performing theſe 
things, as 3 


* At this time, they bel to Cygvs the 
priſoners bound, and ſome wounded. But 
when he ſaw them, he immediately ordered 


thei to looſen thoſe that were bound, and 


having called in ſome phyſicians, he ordered 


them to heal the wounded. He then ſaid to 


the CHaLDazaans, that he was come not de- 


firing to deſtroy them, nor wanting to make 


war, but wiſhing to eſtabliſh peace between 
the ARMENIANS and CHALDAANS. 


41. When he (the king of the ARMENt- 
ANs) ſaw CyRus, he ſaid, O CyRvus, how 
few things of futurity being able to forefee, do 
we men undertake to execute many things! 


For now truly, even I having endeavoured to 
procure liberty, became a ſlave, ſo as I never 
was before: and after we had been taken, when 


we had thought certainly to have periſhed, we 
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had thought gertainly to have periſhed, we 


appear now to be ſecure, fo as never before.” 


42. At length al the wife of the king of 


the ARMENIANS met him, having her daugh- 


ters and younger ſon with her: and among 
other preſents, ſhe brought alſo the gold, 
which CyRUs before was not willing to re- 


ceive. And CyRus having ſeen them, faid, 
Ve ſhall never cauſe it, that going about I 


ſhould do good for the ſake of reward only : 
but do you, woman, keeping the riches which 
you bring, depart hence, and give them no 
more to the ARMENIAN to bury them; but 
ſend out this your ſon to the war, when you 


have furniſhed him as beautifully as poſſible 


from part of theſe riches : and from the reſt, 
get both for yourſelf, and huſband, and 
daughters, and ſons, that, which if ye poſſeſs 
and with which if ye are adorned, ye will 
lead your life more elegantly and pleaſantly : 
but ſaid he, when each of you is dead, be it 
ſufficient to bury your bodies in the ground.” 


$7, My friends, there ſeems to be ſome 
joy amongſt us now, both becauſe ſome ſup- 


ply is added to us, and becauſe we have (means) 
from which we ſhall be able to honour thoſe 


whom we may with, and to be honoured our- 
ſelves as each may be deſerving. But by all 
means we ſhould remember what kind of ac- 


tions are the cauſes of theſe good things: for 


if we conſider we ſhall find them to be, the 
having watched when it was neceſſary, the 
having laboured, the having been diligent, and 
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the having not yielded to our enemies. Thus 


then hereafter alſo, it behoves you to be brave 
men, knowing that obedience, perſeverance, 
labours in due ſeaſon, and dangerous enterpri- 


zes afford great pleaſures and great advantages.” 


44. Common dangers make fellow-comba- 
tants to be kindly diſpoſed towards each other; 
and in this condition they no longer envy ei- 
ther thoſe that are adorned in their arms, nor 
thoſe that deſire glory; but ſuch men rather 


both commend and admire men like themſelves, 


deeming them to be fellow-labourers for the 
common good, * 


45. * We 905 ſhall upon trial find the 
minds of our ſoldiers much braver and firmer, 
if we go againſt the enemy, and do not appear 
_ unwilling to ſee our: adverſaries: and even 
they (our enemies) will fear us much more, 


when they ſhall have heard, that we are not 


ſtruck with conſternation at them, fitting 
at home as though we feared them, but 
(that) as ſoon as we perceive them advan- 
cing, we both come to meet them that we 

may engage as ſoon as ſoon as poſſible; and 
we wait not till our own country is laid waſte, 
but being before-hand we are already ſpoiling 
their land. And indeed, ſaid he, if we can 
render them at all more terrified, and our own 


men more courageous, 1 think this will be a 


great advantage to us: and I reckon that the 
danger will thus be leſs to us: but greater by 
many degrees to the enemy. Moreover my 
father wy lays, and you affirm, and in- 
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termined more by the minds, than by the 
ſtrength of ſoldiers bodies.“ 
46. Cyxrvs ſacrificed firſt indeed to Recar. 
Jove, and then to the other gods; and he re- 
queſted, that being propitious and favourable 
they would be conductors to his army, and 
good helpers, and allies, and adviſers of right 
meaſures. He invoked alſo with them the he- 


roes, inhabitants and guardians of the land of 


MsevDia. But when he had facrificed propiti- 


_ ouſly, and his army was collected together 


about him on the borders, then having met 


with happy auguries, he entered into the ene- 


mies country. But as ſoon as ever he had paſſed 
the borders, there again he made EARTH pro- 
pitious by libations, and appeaſed by ſacrifices 
the gods and heroes inhabitants of AssYRIA. 


Having done theſe things, again he ſacrified to 


PATERNAL Jovx, and if any other of the gods 
occurred to him, he neglected none of them. 


47. For he truly, who in ſuch a time as 
this, is able to make others alſo more brave, 
may with reaſon be conſcious to himſelf that 
he is completely a good man; but he, who in 
himſelf only has the remembrance of theſe 
(duties) and is content with this, with reaſon 
ſhould think himſelf but half perfect.“ “For 
this purpoſe, ſaid he, I do not ſpeak to them 


myſelf, but bid you to ſpeak, that they may en- 


deavour to pleaſe you: for you are near to them, 
each in his own diſtrict. But be well aſſured, 


ſaid he, as long as you ſhe w yourſelves to them 


deed all others agree in it, that battles are de- 
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courageous, you will teach, not by word but 
by deed, both theſe and many others to be 
courageous. _

48. Men of AsYRIA, it now behoves you 
to be brave men. For now the conteſt will be 
for your lives, and for the land in which ye 
were born, and for the houſes in which ye were 
bred up, and for your wives alſo and children, 
and for all the valuable things which ye poſſeſs. 
| For indeed, having conquered, you as before 
will be maſters of all theſe things; but if you 
ſhall be . conquered, be aſſured that you will 
ſurrender all theſe things to the enemy: ſtand- 
ing firm therefore fight as men deſirous of vic- 
tory. For it is abſurd, that men who wiſh to 
conquer, by fleeing ſhould turn againſt the 
enemy thoſe parts of the body, which are 
blind, and unarmed, and deſtitute of hands. 
And if any one becauſe he wiſhes to live ſhould 
attempt to flee, he is a fool; ſince he knows, 
that they who conquer are preſerved in ſafety, 
but thoſe who flee, die rather than thoſe who 
ſtand firm. If any one too admits of a defeat 
becauſe he is deſirous of riches, he alſo is a 
fool. For who does not know, that the vic- 
tors both keep ſafe the poſſeſſions of themſelves, 
and acquire moreover thoſe of the vanquiſhed; 
but the vanquiſhed loſe at the ſame time both 
themſelves, and their poſteſſions f? | 
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49. CyRus ſaid, © O CHRYSANTAS, let not 
theſe exhortations of the AsSYRIAN at all vex 
you: for there will be no admonition ſo ef- 
fectual, which will e not brave (be- 
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fore) to be brave on the ſelf-ſame day, that 
they have heard it: nor certainly (will it make 
them) bowmen, unleſs they may have practi- 


ſed before; nor darters of the javelin; nor 


indeed horſemen: nay it will not even (make) 
them able in their bodies to labour, unleſs 
they ſhould have exerciſed them before.” 


50. „ But it 1s enough, O CyRvus, if by 
exhorting you can render their minds bra- 


ver.” “ What, ſaid CyRus, can one ſpeech 
when ſpoken fill the minds of the hearers 
with a ſenſe of ſhame that ſelf- ſame day, 
or reſtrain them from baſe things, and per- 
ſuade them, that for the ſake of praiſe it 
behoves them to undergo every labour and 


every danger, and to adopt firmly among 


their ſentiments this (truth) that it is more 


eligible for them to die fighting, rather than 


be preſerved by fleeing? What, ſaid he, if 


ſuch thoughts are to be inherent in men, and 


to be permanent in them, is it not neceſſary 
In the firſt place, that there ſhould be ſuch 
laws, by which life will be rendered honour- 
able and free to the brave, but time will hang 
upon the cowardly both abject and painful, 
and ſcarcely' be called living? In the next 


place, I think, it is neceſſary that there thould 
be governors for theſe things, who will both 


rightly point out, and teach, and accuſtom 
them to do theſe things, until it is inherent in 
them to think, that the brave and glorious are 
really the moſt happy, and to deem the cow- 


any and Ie the moſt wretched of all 
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men. For thus it is fit that thoſe ſhould be 
affected, who would ſhew their diſcipline ſu- 
perior to any fear occaſioned by the enemy. 


51. And whilſt they were yet without the 
reach of the (enemies) darts, CyRus gave the 
word, JUPITER OUR HELPER AND LEADER. 
But when the word came returned back to him 
again, he began the uſual hymn to CasToR 
and POLLUX: and all the ſoldiers devoutly 
ſung with him in a loud voice : for indeed on 
ſuch an occaſion, thoſe that ſtand in awe of 
the gods are leſs afraid of men. But when the 
hymn was ended, the nobles going on together 
chearful, and well diſciplined, looking about 
on each other, calling by name thoſe who 
ſtood on each fide of them and thofe that ſtood 
behind, and often ſaying this, Come on my 

friends, come on my brave men,” they en- 
couraged each other to follow. And they, 
who were in the rear, having heard them, in 
their turn exhorted thoſe in the front to lead 
on vigorouſly. And the army of CyRus was 
full of alacrity, love of glory, ſtrength, confi- 
dence, exhortation, diſcretion, obedience. 


52. I need not enquire from others about 
CUHRYSANT AS, who was the Centurion neareſt 
to me, for I myſelf know, what a man he 
was. For other things he did, which I think 
you all did: likewiſe : but when I gave the 
word to retreat, having called him by name, 
he, though he had raiſed up his ſword as juſt 
about to ſtrike an enemy, immediately both 

_ obeyed me, and having forborn what he was 
about to do, did that which was ordered: for 
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both he himſelf retreated, and very expediti- | 
ouſly gave the word to the others.—I now ho- 
nour CHRVYSAN T As, who is both active in mi- 
litary affairs, and prudent, and able both to 
obey, and to command, with a Tribuneſhip: 
and when God ſhall have given any other good 
thing to us, neither then will J forget him.“ 


£0. And, I wiſh, ſays he, to give you all 
this advice: for you ſhould never ceaſe conſi- 
dering thoſe things, which you now have ſeen 
in this battle, that you may always judge with- 
in yourſelves, whether valour rather than flight 
preſerves lives, and whether thoſe who are 
willing to fight deliver themſelves (from dan- 
ger) more eaſily, than thoſe who are unwilling, 
and what kind of pleaſure victory affords : for 
you may now judge very well of theſe things, 
both becauſe you have had experience of them, 
and becauſe the action is but lately paſt,” _ 


54. © But conſider, ſaid he, that though 
we ought not to pay reſpect to them, yet not 
even in. this caſe 1s it fit for us at all to indulge 
oueſelves either in ſatiety or drunkenneſs ; for 
the things which we with are not yet accom- 


pliſhed by us.” 


55. The taking of a preſent advantage, 
would afford us riches of a ſhort continuance ; 
but the having acquired thoſe things from 
whence riches ariſe, by relinquiſhing theſe 
things (preſent,) this, as I think, may be able 
to give to us and to all our friends more pe- 

rennial riches.” | | 
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56. For it were a ſad thing, O Cyrus, 
if oftentimes we perſevere in hunting without 
taking food, that we might. bring into our 


power ſome beaſt, and one perhaps worth 


very little ; but ſhould not think, that we do 
things unbecoming us, if we ſhould make thoſe 
things to be at all an obſtacle to us, which do 
indeed command the baſe, but obey the good, 
when we are endeayournng.. to purſue ſolid 
wealth.” 


« But ſome one perhaps will 58 that 


we do not know (how to ride.) True we do 


not: neither did any one of thoſe, who are 
now expert in riding, know how to do it be- 


fore he had learned. But ſome one may ſay, 
that they learned when they were boys. What 
then are men or boys more ſenſible of the two 

ſo as to learn the things that are told and ſhewn 
them? and which of the two, when they 
have learned, are moſt able in their bodies to 
labour, boys or men? 


58. We muſt, ſaid I be cart of 1 two 


things; viz. both that we may be ſuperior to 
thoſe who have theſe poſſeſſions, and that they 
themſelves may continue where they are: for 
a country inhabited is indeed a poſſeſſion worth 
much : but being deſtitute of men, it is allo 


_ deſtitute of good things.” 


59. To each of the PERSIANs they ſent half 
of their bread : but they did not ſend meat nor 
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wine, thinking that Cyrus and his friends 
had (theſe already: ) becauſe he ſaid, that they 
had theſe things plentifully. But Cy Rus meant 


this, that hunger was their meat, and that they 
would drink from the river that Howed by. 


60. « We have neither left you deſtitute, 
(for no one when he conquers his enemies, is 
deſtitute of friends) nor indeed by going away 
from you, do we think that we have put you 
in any danger: but by how much the more 
we are diſtant from you, by ſo much the great- 
er ſafety we think to procure for you; for not 
thoſe, who fit neareſt their friends, afford 
ſafety moſt to their friends; but thoſe, who 
drive their enemies fartheſt away, rather place 
their friends in a ſituation void of wg, 


Hx. "When you are well 1 care of, 
ſaid he, whatever things remain over and 
above, theſe will be ſufficient for the PERSI- 
ANs who are with me: for, ſaid he, we have 
not been bred up. much in delicacy, but in a 
ruſtic manner.” 


0a. 1 metals truly will not go away : but 
to the Hyrcanians, to whom I have given 
. oaths and pledges of fidelity, I will make them 
good, and never will be found berni them.” 


6 3. " According to human judgment, what 
men would either turn away from enemies 
that flee; or would not take arms of thoſe that 


ſurrender them ; or when they delivered up 
Gs | 
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themſelves and their poſſeſſions, would not 
receive them ? eſpecially too when our Ge- 
neral is ſuch; who ſeems to me (as I ſwear. 
to you by all the gods) to be more pleaſed 
by doing good to us, than by enriching 
himſelf.” 


64. To theſs words S anſwered, 
Indeed I then promiſed to you, that I would 
avenge you to the utmoſt of my power, if you 
were not falſe : now then ſince I ſee you ſpeak 
truth, I am bound to perform my promiſe : 
and I promiſe to her that I will do theſe ſame 
things with the affiſtance of the gods. And 
theſe riches, ſaid he, I accept, and I give them 
to this your daughter, and to him, whoever 
may marry her. But I ſhall go away having 
from you one gift, in exchange for which 
though I could have the riches in Babylon, in 

which there are very many, or thoſe every 
where elſe, inſtead of that thing which you 
have given to me, I ſhould not go away with 
more pleaſure.” And GoBRVYAVS having won- 
dered what this could be, and having ſuſpect- 
ed whether he might not mean his daughter, 
aſked him thus; And what is this, ſaid he, 
O Cyrvs?” And Cyrus anſwered, “I think 
( aid he) O GoBRYAS, that there are many 

men indeed, who would be willing neither to 
be impious, nor to be unjuſt, nor would they 
be falſe ſo as to be voluntarily, but from no 
one's having been willing to entruſt to them 
either — riches, or power, or fortified gar- 
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64. They tie, & c. 
Perhaps in this neglected ſpot i is laid 
Some heart once pregnant with celeſtial fire, 
Hands, that the rod of empire might have ſway'd, 
Or wak'd to ecſtacy the living lyre. 


But Knowledge to their eyes her ample page 
Rich with the ſpoils of time did ne'er unroll; 
Chill Penury repreſs'd their noble rage, 
And froze the genial current of the ſoul. 


55 


riſons, or lovely children, they die firſt before 


they can be diſcovered what kind of perſons 


they were: but you, by having now put into 


my hands both fortified garriſons, and wealth 
of all kinds, and your forces, and your daughter 
a moſt valuable poſſeſſion, have made me to 
appear manifeſt to all men, that I neither 
would be willing to be guilty of impiety to- 


wards my friends that entertain me, nor to act 
unjuſtly for the ſake of riches, nor would I be 


faithleſs in compacts, ſo as to be ſo voluntari- 


ly. This therefore, be aſſured, I never will 


forget, ſo long as I am a juſt man, and (fo 
long as) I am praiſed by men for being thought 
to be ſuch; but I will endeavour to honour 
you in return with all things noble. 


65. © I have many and excellent friends, of 


which whoever marries your daughter, whe- 


ther or not he will have as much riches as you 
give, or other riches many more than theſe, I 
cannot ſay: but be well aſſured, that there are 


ſome of them, who will not admire you in 


the leaſt degree the more on account of thoſe 
riches which you give: but they are now en- 
vying me, and are praying to all the gods for 


it to happen ſome time or another, that they 


alſo might ſhew themſelves, that they are 
faithful to their friends, not at all leſs than I 


Full many a gem of pureſt ray ſerene, 

The dark unfathom'd caves of Ocean bear ;

blaſt them; and that they would not prefer 
the riches of the SYRIANS and all thoſe of the 
| ASSYRIANS, added to yours, in exchange for 
virtue and good reputation.” 5 


66. He obſerved the temperance of their 


meals: for no PERSIAN man of the well 


diſciplined ever would appear ſtruck with an 

meat or drink, either in his eyes, or by rapaci- 
ty, or by ſuch intenſeneſs of mind, as not to 
be attentive to thoſe things which (he would 
have been attentive to) if he had not been at 
his meal: but in the ſame manner as horſe- 
men, from not being diſturbed on their horſes, 


are able at the ſame time they ride both to ſee 


and to hear and to ſpeak what is proper, 
ſo theſe alſo at their meal think it right to 
appear prudent and moderate: but to be af- 
fected by meats and drink, ſeems to them al- 
together canine and brutal. 


67. When GopRYAs roſe, departing to his 
houſe, he is reported to have ſaid, I no lon- 


ger wonder, O Cxkus, if indeed we poſleſs 


more cups and garments and gold than you, 


Sub domina meretrice fuiſſet turpis et excors, 
Vixiſſet Canis immundus, vel amica luto ſus. 
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69. Greater multitude— 
How animated is this pray er of Kin HENRY 

K. Henry, O God of battles! ſteel my ſoldiers hearts! 
Poſſeſs them not with fear; take from them now _ 
The ſenſe of reckoning ; leſt the oppoſed numbers 


Pluck their hearts from them! 
| Shakesy, K. Hen. V. Act. 4. Sc, 1, 
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but are ourſelves worth leſs than you. For we 
ſtudy how we ſhall have as many of theſe 
things as poflible; but you ſeem to me to 
ſtudy how you yourſelves ſhall be as excellent 
0 lde. 


68. Men who are many (i. e. numbers), 
when they are in ſpirits, give each other a 
courage not to be reſiſted: but when they are 
in a panic, by how much the more in number 
they may be, by ſo much the greater and more 
aſtounded fear they poſſeſs. For it comes up- 
on them encreaſed from many and bad reports, 
and it is gathered from many and unfortunate 
circumſtances, from many, diſpirited, and 
aſtoniſhed looks: fo that from its greatneſs it 
is not eaſy either to ſuppreſs it by words, or to 
excite courage by leading up againſt the ene- 
my, or to revive their ſpirit by retreating: but 
by how much the more you encourage them 
to be in good heart, by ſo much the more they 
think themſelves to be in worſe dangers.” 


69. If indeed hereafter in the enterpri- 
zes of war the victories ſhall be (to them,) 
| whoever can number the greater multitude, 
then you fear for us with reaſon, and we are 
indeed in dangers: but if, as before, ſo now 
alſo, battles are determined by thoſe who 
fight well, you will not at all be diſappointed 
buy being in good heart: for with the help of 

the gods, you will find many more willing to 
fight amongſt us, than amongſt them.” 
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Oo. GoBRIAS chal us ſome poor peo- 
ple, becauſe we did not come abounding with | 
Daricks, and drank not out of golden cups: 
but if we do this, he may know, ſaid he, that 
it is poſſible for men to be W even with- 


out gold. 


71. Upon this they went away to their 
tents; and as they went along, diſcourſed 
with each other how retentive in memory Y- 
RUS was; how he gave his orders, calls by” 
name thoſe whom he directed. But Cyrus 
did this from attention : for it ſeemed to him 
to be altogether wonderful, if artificers t- uly 
know the names of their tools, each of his 
own art; and a phyſician knows the names of 
all his inſtruments and medicines, which 'he 
uſes; but a general ſhould not be fo abſurd, 
as that he ſhall not know the names of the 
_ commanders under him, whom there is a ne- 
ceſſity for him to uſe as inſtruments, both 
when he wiſhes to ſeize upon any thing, and 
when to guard, and when to raiſe courage, 
and when to ſtrike terror. And when indeed 
at any time he wiſhed to honour any one, it 
ſeemed to him to be fit to ſpeak to him by 
name. For thoſe who thought themſelves to 
be known by their general, ſeemed to him 
alſo to be more deſirous of being ſeen doing 
ſomething noble, and to be more earneſt to 


_ abſtain from doing any thing bale. 


„ But when Cykus perceived what had 
happened, he met the CADUSIANS s, and whom- 
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ſoever he ſaw wounded, receiving him, he ſent 
him to GA DAT As, that he might be taken 
care of: but he put the others in tents toge- 
ther, and was himſelf attentive that they 
might have things neceſſary, taking from the 


PERSIAN nobles, affiſtants in this care: (for 


on ſuch occaſions the good are willing to la- 
bour jointly :) and indeed he appeared RY 
to be very much concerned. 


73. « The calamity which hath Kuſh 


is ſuch as is incident to man. For I think it 
not at all wonderful, that being men we ſhould 
err. But indeed we are deſerving of reaping

74. © But having a back the other 
riches, do you take care of them, ſaid he, till 
you ſee me having (poſſeſſions) ſo as to be 
overcome by you in making a return of pre- 
ſents: for if you were to go away having 
given more things to me, than what you re- 
ceive from me, in truth I know not how I 
could be otherwiſe than aſhamed.”

time would be ſpent about theſe things, placed 
his army where he thought it to be moſt 
healthy, and moſt eaſy of acceſs, as to what- 
ever things were neceſſary to be brought to it: 
and whatever parts ſtill required fortifying, he 
took care of them, ſo that thoſe who remained 
might always be in ſafety, even if at any time 
(the others) with the main ſtrength of the 
army ſhould be encamped at a diſtance from 
them. Beſides theſe things, enquiring of thoſe 
whom he thought to know the country moſt, 
from whence his army could gain the moſt ad- 
vantages, he always led out (his men) for

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indolence and the pleaſure of baſe men, (who 
think labour a moſt wretched thing, but liv- 
ing without labour, pleaſure) I fay that we 
ſhall ſoon. become leſs valuable to ourſelves, 
and ſhall ſoon be deprived of all good things. 
For to have been brave men, this is not 
enough towards continuing to be brave, un- 
| leſs one is careful of this throughout to the 
end: but even as other arts by being neglected 
become worth leſs, and bodies themſelves in a 
good condition, when one gives them up to 
indolence, again become bad, ſo alſo pru- 
dence, and temperance, and courage, when 
one has relinquiſhed the practice of them, 
from that time degenerates into vice. It be- 
comes us not then to be remiſs, nor to throw 
ourſelves into preſent pleaſure. For I think it 
indeed a great work to have acquired a do- 
minion, but ſtill a much greater to have pre- 
ſerved it after having gained it. For to gain 
it, has oftentimes happened to him who has 
ſhewn only boldneſs: but to retain after having 
acquired it, this is not done without pru- 

dence, nor without temperance, nor without 
much care. Knowing which things, it be- 
hoves us to practiſe virtue much more now, 
than before we acquired theſe valuable poſ- 
——. = | 


09... We ought to think that the gods will 


dicted to this ; for ſurely it is a habit moſt deplorable, pro- 
ductive of all miſchief, unbecoming a Rational Creature ſent 
Into the World to a& his part with vigor; either in Bodily 
or Mental Purſuits, with a view not ſa much to his own In- 
_ tereſt, as to the Public Good, 
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be with us: for we do not poſſeſs theſe things 

unjuſtly, by having formed iniquitous deſigns 

upon them; but having been ourſelves deſign- 
ed againſt, we have revenged ourſelves. But 

the beſt thing after this muſt be provided by 
ourſelves; it is this; that being better than 
the people ruled, we ſhould thus think our- 
ſelves worthy to rule. It is neceſſary indeed 
that we give to our ſlaves (a ſhare) of heat, and 
cold, of meats and drinks, of labours and 
ſleep : but it behoves us even while we give 
them a ſhare, .to endeavour to appear ſuperior 
to them firſt of all in theſe things. But we 
mult not give any ſhare at all of military know- 

| ledge and practice to thoſe, whom we with to 
poſſeſs as our labourers and tributaries ; but in 
theſe exerciſes it is fit for ourſelves to have the 
advantage, knowing that the gods have propo- 
ſed theſe to men as inſtruments of liberty and 
happineſs.” "2 


100. © But if any one thinks within him- 
ſelf theſe things, what advantage 1s it then to 
us to have acquired the things which we de- 

fired, if (till it will be neceſſary for us to per- 
ſevere both in being hungry, and in being 
thirſty, and in taking care, and in labouring? 
he ought to learn this, „that good things 
pleaſe ſo much the more, by how much the 
more any one goes to them from having pre- 
viouſly laboured (for labours are a reliſh to 
good things :) but without a perſon's wanting 
to obtain any thing, nothing can be provided 
ſo ſumptuouſly, as to be pleaſant to him.” If 
therefore the deity has in conjunction with

ourſelves provided thoſe things, which men 
chiefly deſire; and if every man's ſelf will pre- 
pare theſe things for himſelf, ſo as that they 
might appear moſt pleaſant; ſuch a man will 
ſo far have the advantage of thoſe that want 
ſubſiſtence more, in as much as when he is 
hungry he will get the moſt agreeable meats, 
and when he is thirſty he will enjoy the moſt 
agreeable drinks, and wanting reſt he will reſt 
moſt agreeably. On account of which things, 
I fay, that it now behoves us to be intent on 
what is the duty of- brave men, both that we 
may enjoy good things (in ſuch a manner) as 
1s moſt excellent and moſt agreeable, and that 
we might not experience the hardeſt of all 
things. For it is not ſo hard not to have ever 
acquired good things, as it is grievous to be de- 
prived of them after any one has acquir'd them.” 


101. “ Conſider this alſo, what pretence have 
we that we ſhould chooſe to be worſe now, 
than before. What, becauſe we have domini- 
on? But in truth it becomes not one who go- 
verns, to be more vicious than thoſe. who are 
governed. But is it becauſe we ſeem to be 
more proſperous now, than before? Will any 
one ſay then, that vice ſuits proſperity ? But is 
it becauſe now we have gotten ſlaves, we ſhall 
puniſh them, if they are vicious ? But how 
does it become a perſon being himſelf vicious, 
to puniſh others on account of vice or ſloth? 
Conſider moreover this alſo, that we have pre- 
pared to ſupport many as guards both of our 
houſes and of our perſons: but how can it be 
aot baſe, if forſooth mm ſhall think it to be fit

that others ſhould be guards of our ſafety, but 


we ourſelves ſhall not be guards to ourſelves? 
And indeed it behoves us to know this well, 


that there is no other ſach watch, as for every 


one's ſelf to be virtuous and good: for it is re- 


quiſite that this ſhould accompany us; but no- 
thing elſe ought to go well with him who is 


deſtitute of virtue.” 


102. « And the children, who may be born 


to us, we may educate here: for we ourſelves. 


ſhall be more virtuous, by being defirous to 
ſhew ourſelves as good patterns as poſſible to 
our children: and our children cannot eaſily 
become vicious, even though they ſhould wiſh 
it, when they neither ſee nor hear any thing 


baſe, but paſs their time in virtuous and good 


purſuits.” 


103. CyRus then had ſpoken thus: and 


after him CHRYSANT As ſtood up, and ſpake 
to this effect: Oftentimes indeed, O men, 
on other occaſions alſo J have obſerved, that a 
good prince differs nothing from a good father. 


For fathers are provident for their children, 


that good things might never fail them; and 

Cxxkus ſeems to me now to adviſe us to things, 

from which we may continue moſt happy. But 
the thing which he ſeems to me to have point- 
ed out leſs than it was fit, this I will endea- 
vour to teach thoſe who know it not. For con- 
ſider, what hoſtile city can be taken by thoſe, 
who are not obedient to command? and what 
army of diſobedient ſoldiers can obtain victory? 
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and how can men be conquer'd more in battles, 


than when they begin pore each to con- 
ſult for his own ſafety? or in ſhort, what 


other good thing can be accompliſhed by thoſe, 
who obey not their ſuperiors ? what cities 
can be regulated agreeably to the laws? or 


What families can be preſerved ? or how can 
ſhips arrive where it is fit for them ? By what 


elſe have we acquired the good things which 
we now have, more than by being obedient 
to our commander ? By means oa this, we 
came quickly where it was neceſſary both by 


night and by day: and by following our leader 
_ cloſely-embodied, we were irrefiſtible, and 
left nothing half-finiſhed of the things order'd 

us. If then to obey command appears the 


greateſt good towards acquiring good things, 


|  Þe affured that this ſame thing is good towards 


preſerving what it is neceſſary to preſerve. And 
Seer . indeed many commanded us, but 
we commanded no one: now however, all 
you that are preſent are ſo ſituated, that ye 
command ſome more, ſome leſs. As there- 
fore you will think proper yourſelves to com- 
mand thoſe under you, ſo let us ourſelves obey 


thoſe, whom it may be our duty to obey. But 
it is fit that we ſhould differ ſo much from 


{laves, in as much as ſlaves ſerve their maſters 
unwillingly: but it is fit that we, if we wiſh 


To which is fixed, as an aim or butt, 
OrEDIENCE. For ſo work the honey bees; 
Creatures, that, by a rule in nature, teach 


ne art of Order to a peopled kingdom. 
| \SHAKE8P, Hen: V. Act. 1. Sc. 2. 
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to be free, ſhould willingly do that which ap- 
pears to be of the higheſt importance. And you 
will find, ſaid he, even where a ſtate is govern- 
ed without monarchy, that (the ſtate) which is 
moſt willing to obey its magiſtrates, that is leaſt 
of all compelled by its enemies to ſubmit. 
104, But with regard to thoſe, whom he 
thought it fit to have as joint guardians with 
himſelf of his proſperity, as to theſe, that 
they ſhould be as excellent as poſſible, he en- 
joined not the care of this to others, but thought 
it to be his own buſineſs. For he knew, that 
if at any time there ſhould be need of fight- 
ing, he muſt chooſe from theſe both ſuch as 
were to ſtand by him, and ſuch as were to be 
in the rear, with whom would be the greateſt. 
dangers : he knew too that he muſt appoint 
commanders both of the foot and horſe from 
amongſt theſe. If too there ſhould be need 
_ of generals without himſelf, he knew that he 
mult ſend them from theſe : and he knew that 
he muſt uſe ſome of theſe as guards and go- 
vernors of cities and whole nations; and that 
he muſt ſend ſoine of theſe as embaſſadors, 


which thing indeed he reckoned to be amongſt 


the chief, towards obtaining whatever things 
he might. want without war. If they then 
| were not ſuch as they ought, by means of 

whom actions the greateſt and moſt in number 
were about to be (managed,) he thought that 
his affairs would go bad: but if they ſhould 
be, ſuch as it were fit, he thought that all 
things would be well. Thus perſuaded there- 
fore, he applied himſelf to this care: and he 

reckoned that the ſame (care) would be an ex- 
erciſe of virtue to himſelf. For he thought it 
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It was a prevailing tenet of the "EN Scuoor, that 


the mind diſcovers as much BzxauTyY in Moral Actions, as the 


Eye perceives in the fineſt objects of admiration : and that 
the former is no leſs delighted with the one, than the latter 
with the other. For the SocrkaTiCs were of opinion, that in 


every kind of VIX Tur, were all the ingredients which con- 


ſtitute BeavTyY, viz. ORDER, Harmony, PROrORTION: 
and in whatſoever things they judged theſe to be inherent, 
ſuch they deemed BeauTiruL and Goop. Hence the con- 
tinual application of the words K , Kea 16/86, Kate 
Ax trir1Jivuares by XENOPHON, to denote VIRTUE and Goop- 
NESS, ViRTuous and Good Actions, as things in themſelyes

is fit. In the firſt place therefore, as many as 

being able to be ſupported by others labouring 
for them did not come to the doors (of his pa- 
lace) theſe he enquired for: thinking that 
thoſe who attended would not be willing to 
do any thing either wicked or baſe, both be- 
cauſe they were near their prince, and becauſe 
they knew that they would be ſeen by the 
moſt excellent men, whatever they might do: 
but thoſe who did not attend, theſe he thought 
to be abſent from ſome intemperance, or in- 
juſtice, or neglect. 19 8 | . 


106. But he thought, that he ſhould moſt

The word Argen is uſed to imply whatever is Mean, Il 
liberal, Diſingenuous, as being in itfelf Unhandſome and 
' Ugly, and of courſe not pleaſing to à well-diſciplined Ming, 
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effectually incite thoſe, who preſented them- 
ſelves (at his palace, ) to virtuous and good ac- 
tions, if he himſelf, fince he was their prince, 
ſhould endeavour to ſhew himſelf to his ſub- 
jets the moſt accomplithed of all men in vir- 
tue. For he ſeemed to obſerve, that men 
were indeed made better by written laws; 
but he thought, that a good prince was a ſee- 

ing law to men, becauſe he is able both to 
direct, and to ſee and puniſh the man who is 
diſorderly. Thus then thinking, firſt of all he 
ſhewed himſelf more induſtriouſly diſcharging 
the duties towards the gods, at that time when 
he was moſt proſperous. And then the Magi 
were firſt appointed both to celebrate the gods 
with hymns always as ſoon as day appeared, 
and to ſacrifice every day to thoſe gods to 
u hom the Magi themſelves ſhould direct. The 
other PERSIANS alſo firſt imitated him in theſe 
things, thinking that themſelves ſhould both 
be more proſperous if they worſhipped the 
gods, as he (did) who was moſt proſperous 
and their prince; and alſo they thought to 

pleaſe Cyrus by doing theſe things. 


OO 107. But Cyrus thought the piety of thoſe 
with him an advantage to himſelf alſo, reckon- 


ing (in the ſame manner) as thoſe who chooſe _ 


to ſail with the pious, rather than with ſuch 
as ſeem to have committed any thing impious. 
Beſides this, he reckoned, if all his compani- 
ons in power were religious, that they would 
be leſs willing to do any thing wicked either 

towards one another, or towards himſelf, who

thought himſelf to be the benefactor of his 


companions in power. By manifeſting this 
alſo, that he made it a matter of great impor- 
tance to injure no one, neither friend nor ally, 
and by ſtrictly regarding juſtice, he thought

| baſe gains, and be willing to get a fortune by 
juſt methods. „„ 2 


108. He thought alſo that he ſhould fill 
them all with a ſenſe of decency the more, if 
he himſelf ſhould be ſeen behaving with fo 
much decency to all, as neither to ſay nor to 
do any thing vile. And he conjectured it 
would be fo from this; for not (to mention) 
their prince, but even (among) thoſe whom 
they do not fear, men reſpect thoſe that have 
a ſenſe of decency more than (they reſpect) 
the impudent. We 


109. And by ſhewing his own modeſty, 
he made all to exerciſe this alſo the more. For 
when men ſee, that he is modeſt, to whom 
there is the greateſt power to be inſolent, in 
this caſe certainly thoſe who are inferior are 


willing to appear nothing inſolent. But he 
diſtinguiſhed a ſenſe of decency and modeſty 


thus; viz. (by ſaying) that thoſe who had a 


ſenſe of decency avoided baſe things which 
| were ſeen in public; but the modeſt (avoided 
even) thoſe which were concealed in ſecret. 


110. He thought too that temperance 
would be practiſed moſt, if he ſhould ſhew 
himſelf not ſeduced from good purſuits by 
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profjms pleaſures, but willing to labour with 
virtue in peeterence to delights. 


111. That he thought (a hare) of govern- 
ment belonged to no one, who would not be 
more excellent than thoſe who were governed, 
is manifeſt to all even from the facts already 
mentioned: and (it is alſo manifeſt) that by 


thus exerciſing thoſe about him, he himſelf 


by far the moſt of all induſtriouſly practiſed 
both temperance, and warhke arts and ex- 
erciſes. 


112. He himſelf therefore exobiled much 


in all noble actions, and much alſo did they 
about him, by reaſon of their conſtant exer- 
ciſe. He ſhewed himſelf truly ſuch an example 
to them. And beſides this, whomſoever of 


the others alſo he ſaw moſtly purſuing good 
actions, theſe he rewarded both with preſents, 


and commands, and principal ſeats, and all 
kind of honours : ſo that he excited in all 


much emulation, that each might appear to 


Ente moſt Excatlent. 


113. In the firſt place, always at all- times 
he maniteſted the humanity of his mind as 
much as he was able: thinking, that as it 
is not eaſy to love thoſe who ſeem to hate 
us, nor to be Kindly diſpoſed to thoſe who 
are ill affected to us, fo thoſe who were 
known to love and be benevolent, cannot be 


hated by thoſe who thought themſelves to be 
beloved. As long therefore as he was leſs able 
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© Let one exerciſe one Art; and another a different — Let 
this Man ſtudy ſuch a Science; and that Man, another — 
Thus the whole Cycle (as you call it) may be carried eaſily 
into perfection.“ 
| Harris's . concerning Happineſs. Part. 1. 
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to do good by giving riches, he endeavoured 


to gain their friendſhip by theſe means, viz. by 


being provident for his companions, by la- 
bouring for them, and by appearing rejoiced 


at their good fortunes, but Srieved at their 
misfortunes. 


114. In ſmall cities, the ſame perſons make 


a couch, a door, a plough, a table: (and 


oftentimes the gel. lane man builds houſes too, 
and is content if even thus he can get employ- 
ers enough to maintain him: but it is impoſ- 
ſible that a man who works at many things 


ſhould do all well:) but in great cities, by 


reaſon that many want every particular thing, 
even one art ſuffices towards the maintenance 
of every one: and oftentimes not an entire 
art; but this man makes ſandals for men, and 
that for women. It follows neceſſarily, that 
the man who dwells on a work of the leaſt 


compaſs, he muſt be 9 to do this in the 


beſt manner.

nue healthy, they make preparations how they 


ſhall have things neceſſary, and lay up things 
uſeful to the courſe of life of the healthy; but 


he ſaw them not at all careful of this, how 


ſerviceable things ſhould be at hand, if they 


ſhould be ſick: it ſeemed therefore proper to 


him with ſome pains to get theſe things; and 


by being willing to incur the expence, he 
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brought together about himſelf the moſt able 
phyſicians; and whatever inſtruments, or 


medicines, or meats, or drinks any one told 


him were uſeful, there was nothing of theſe, 
which by having prepared before hand, he 
did not treaſure up by him. And whenever 
any one of thoſe, who were proper to be taken 

care of, was fick, he went himſelf to ſee him, 
and furniſhed all things, whatever there was 
need of: and he thanked the phyſicians, when- 


ever any one healed a perſon, taking (ſome) of 


the medicines from him. 


118. The Sacian faid, * O happy you! 
both in other reſpects, and in this very cir- 
cumſtance, that you are become rich from 
having been poor: for I think that you are 
rich with more pleaſure even on this account,

_ theſe (riches) are many, I gain thus much, 

that it is neceſſary for me to guard more things, 
to diſtribute more to others, and to have trou- 
ble by taking care of more. For now truly 
many domeſtics demand food of me, and many 
(demand) drink, and many cloaths : ſome too 
want phyſicians: and one comes bringing 
either ſome of my ſheep torn by the wolves,

It ſeemed to him to be an advantage- 
ous thing, that it ſhould be manifeſted how 


he honoured each man: becauſe where men 


think that he who is moſt excellent will nei- 
ther be ſpoken of publickly, nor receive re- 
wards, there they plainly appear not to be 
emulouſly diſpoſed towards each other : but 
where the moſt excellent perſon appears to 
gain moſt advantage, there all are ſeen con- 
tending moſt earneſtly.

Memoir. de Liter, &c.) to prove that PLato in 
his Republic and XenoeHon in his Cyropædia both meant 
the ſame end, though they employed different means; viz.— 
to give the model of a perfect government, according to the 
apprehenſions which they ſeverally had of the ideas of their 
Maſter SockATES. But in anſwer to them it might be ſaid, 
that PLaTo in his Dialogue entitled © The Republic,” does 
not treat ſo immediately of Civil Government, as of Juſtice 


in general : and that XENOPHON intends rather to ſhew the 
effects 
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effects of a good education begun in the firſt part of the Cy- 


Ro E DIA, than to exhibit a ſyſtem of government eſtabliſned 


in the latter part of it. For there cannot be any juſt ground 


to imagine (though indeed it has been aſſerted) that Xeno- 
PHON's object ſhould be to propoſe a Deſpotic Syſtem as the 
beſt, when he himſelf expreſsly condemns in in Lib. 1ft. of 
the Cyropædia, and every where diſplays the true ſpirit of 


Grecian Liberty. It may be aſced, Why then is Cyzus 
made Deſpotic when he is ſettled in 128 85 ?” The anſwer is

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in ſeats, in converſations, to my elders; not
